Reference is made to the following document: 

Dl: A scalable subband audio coding scheme for ATM 
environments , by Wen Jin et al. 

Document Dl, which is considered to be the prior art closest to 
the subject matter of claim 1, discloses a device for scalable 
coding of a spectrum of a signal that includes audio information, 
the spectrum having binary spectral values; the audio signal is 
coded in a plurality of scaling layers, and the scaling layers 
can be decoded separately (see section III). 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the known device in 
that it generates at least two scaling sub-layers for the coding 
of the audio or video signal. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT Article 
33(2)) . 

Thus the problem addressed by the present invention is that of 
devising a scalable .coding method that can be used to achieve 
finer scalability. 

The problem is solved by the feature specified in claim 1 whereby 
the signal is coded in a plurality of scaling layers (see claim 1, 
lines 8 to 32) .

The solution proposed in claim 1 involves an inventive step (PCT 
Article 33(3)) because none of the prior art documents suggest 
coding an audio and/or video signal in scaling sub-layers. 

Claims 2 to 16 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore also meet 
the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and inventive step. 

Claim 17 relates to a device for scalable decoding. The features 
correspond to those of claim 1, and therefore claim 17 also meets 
the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and inventive step. 

Claim 18 is dependent on claim 17 and therefore also meets the 
PCT requirements in respect of novelty and inventive step. 

Claim 19 relates to a method for scalable coding. The features 
correspond to those of claim 1, and therefore claim 19 also meets 
the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and inventive step. 

Claim 20 relates to a method for scalable decoding. The features 
correspond to those of claim 1, and therefore claim 20 also meets 
the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and inventive step. 

Claim 21 relates to a computer program with a program code for 
carrying out the methods of claim 19 and 20. Claim 21 therefore 
also meets the PCT requirements in respect of novelty and 
inventive step.
